engaged in putting ou the black cap and arrang- 
ing the rope. The preliminaries settled, the 
sheriff placed a white handkerchief in Harden’s 
right hand, which he was to let tail when ready. 
The sheriff took his position, with his eyes fixed 
npou the ground, as if he expected to see the 
handkerchief issue from the earth instead of 
from the haud of the condemned man. He waa 
not kept long waiting. The signal was given, tha 
string eat which let down the trap, a screeching 
noise was heard from the hinge, and Jacob 3. 
Harden was launched into eternity! 

The unfortunate mau struggled violently for 
about five minutes, drawing his limbs up to his 
body, working hi* fingers spasmodically, twist- 
ing his body, etc. 

Every spot about tbe court house command- 
ing a view of the scaffold waa eagerly sought 
after. The roof of a large barn iu the vicinity 
wa# covered with men, for the oecupancv of 
which they paid the *nm of fifty cents. Even 
the trees were turned, with true Yankee inge- 
nuity, to some aeeouut by their owners. It w as 
a novel sight to behold the brauche* of several 
trees filled with men and boys, and rather amu- 
sing to see with what eagerness each paid hia 
twenty-five cents for ihia privilege. 

A few minutes before the pri-ouer issued from 
his cell, a limb of a large cherry tree, covered 
with men, gave way with a terrible crash, by 
which many were injured. One man was in- 
jured so severely internally as to be unable to 
move or speak. 

Harden waa neatly dressed; wore a bine cloth 
frock coat, with velvet collar, black cloth panta- 
loons, black silk plash Test, light linen neck-tie 
cross-plaited shirt, and patent-leather shoes. His 
hair was carefully combed and brushed back, 
lie was about five feet eight or nine inches in 
height, with a frame indicative of great bodily 
strength, and would weigh about one hundred 
aud fifty or one hundred and sixty pounds. It 
was tbe impresssion of the physicians, from the 
partial examinations which they rnaae, that the 
neck was not dislocated by the tall. 

Ambrotvpes of Harden, tiadly executed, and 
pasted ou a small card, about the sue and shape 
of a visiting or busine-s card, were sold in aud 
about the jail for fifteen cent* a piece. 

Our reporter was informed by Sheriff Sweeny 
that Harden prepared a confession, which would 
make about one hundred pages. The manu- 
script is in his possession, but is subject to the 
will of Harden'* father. It is supposed it will 
never be published, as its publication would rum 
the characicraof many who are now believed to 
be beyond suspicion. Mr. Sweeny also said 
that he had received several applications from 
persons who were desirous of relieving him 
from his unpleasant duly. One application came 
from a person residing’ in Hartford, Connec- 
ticut. 

Numerous drinking tents, stands for the sale 
of cakes, Ac., were erected about the court 
house, and did a very profitable busim *s.

No Democracy in the worldhave been more 
loyal to their principles than nave those who 
bear that natnc in Kentucky. Through evil as 
well as through good report, through years of 
defeat and disaster, the Democrats of this State 
have stood firmly for “principles, not men.” They 
have Lad leaders, loved and idolized, and when 
their leader* have gone astray, they have parted 
troin them, reluctantly it might be, but yet un- 
hesitatingly. They have dung iu tha or«*d Of 
their fathers, and battling for the Constitution, 
strictly construed, and the equal rights of the 
States, they at last triumphed over their adversa- 
ries. As they have done, they will continue to 
do; and though defeat consign them to the 
shades from which they have just emerged, they 
will adhere to principles, regardless of men as 
of consequences. 

The questions now agitating the country, and 
dividing j Arties, and endangering tha existence 
of the Democracy, have been tbe subject of 
consideration and disvttssiou for sometime — 
The issues presented were imports and 
serious. They have been deliberated upon 
with the solemnity due their na- 
ture and the consequences likely to flow from 
them.

bach was the position taken by the Democra- 
cy of this State long before tbe assembling of 
the last National Convention: and thisstand was 
assumed after such deliberation, and under such 
circumstances, that to retreat from it, for the 
sake of political success, would be to incur the 
just charge of abaudoning principles, of giving 
up honest convictions, of stultifying the recent 
record of the party, and all for the spoils. 

The support of Mr. Douglas by the Demo- 
crats of Kentucky who favored the platform 
laid down at Frankfort last winter, would be a 
repudiation of their action then, a repudiation of 
the position of tbeir party, and an indorsement 
of what thev solemnly affirmed were political 
errors of grave and serious Lmjtort.

There is, 
therefore, reason to* believe that the designs upon 
the Rhine are suspended »iru die." 

Whether this be correct or not there is certain- 
ly something mysterious about the interview of 
8*1 tolcon IU with the Prince of Prussia. In the 
latest accounts wc arc told that he did not al- 
lude to the uucstione regarding the German 
policy or the Italian question.

By dispatch from Evansville, yesterday, we lean 
that the river had risen sufficiently for the Peytons to 
come up. and that she was to start to this port last 
evening. She has been laid np at Evansville on ac- 
count of lowwater. 

The Atlantic. Capt. McGill, was at Cumberland 
dam Monday morning early , awaiting a rise, there 
being less than four feet on the bar She was, no 
doubt, enabled to start yesterday morning, and may 
arrive this evening. 

The Wabash at Vincennes 'Saturday!, had risen 
three feet, from the late rains, and at Lafayette it was 
rising very fast That will improve the Lower Ohio, 
especially Cumberland dam .

Storm at VicKSBCRo — The Vicksburg Whig 
has the detAils of s terrible storm in that region, last 
week, in which several coal boat# were swamped and 
the Arago. Dew Drop, Mary T-. and Kentucky were 
torn from their moorings. We add the following 
extract : 

A cypress raft belonging to John A. Klein a as bro- 
ken up bv the drifting boats as they passed along, and 
a portion of it floated dow n the river They next 
floated against a lumber boat belonging to Mr Klein, 
tearing it from its moorings and sinking it. The 
cabin of the old steamer John McKee was knocked 
into the river. Another amall steamer, belonging to 
Mr Stephens, was crushed by the boats and sprung a 
leak, but was soon stopped, snd the water pumped out. 
The wharf bolt waa checked up and made last some 
distance below the city, while the Kentucky, which 
had cat loose from the wharf boat to keep from being 
sunk by colliding with the raft, was still floating 
down the river she soon got out an anchor, howev- 
er and in a short time the Dew Drop, which had got- 
ten up steam, went down and towed her ashore, where 
she was made fast The Mary 1'. raised steam, and. 
together waiittLe Arago. towed the wharf boat bark 
to the landing after the storm had passed over. While 
the boats were floating down the river, some sparks 
from the chimneys of the Arago. set a couple of rooms 
on fire in the Dew Drop's texas. and also iu a room 
on the Kentncke Tlie fires were fortunately discov- 
ered before thev got under headway, and were extin- 
guished The wharf boat. Dew Drop, and Kentucky 
sustained some little damage.

I heg leave, at the same time, to enclose 
you a copy of the resolutions adopted by the 
Convention as their political platform on which 
the party stands.

Dear Sir: I liave your letter of the ikl, ultimo, 
by which I am officially informed of my nomi- 
nation for the office of President of the United 
States hy the Democratic National Convention 
lately assembled at Baltimore. 

The circumstances of this nomination will 
justify me in referring to its personal aspect. 

1 have not sought nor desired to be placed be- 
fore the country for the office of President. 
When my name was presented to the Conven- 
tion at Charleston, it was withdrawn hy a friend 
in obedienee to my expressed wishes. My views 
had not changed when the Convention reassem- 
bled ai Baltimore, and when I heard of the dif- 
ferences which occurred there, my indisposition 
to be connected prominently with the canvass 
was confirmed, aud expressed to many friends. 

Without discussing the occurrences which 
preceded the nominations, and which are ors< o i 
will he well understood by the country, I have 
only to say that I approved, as just and necessary 
to the preservation of the national organization 
and the sacred right of representation, the action 
of the Convention over which you continued to 
preside; and, thus approving h, and having re- 
solved to sustain it, I l'eel that it does not becomt- 
ine to select the position 1 shall occupy, nor to 
shrink from the responsibilities of the' post to 
which I have lieen assigned. Accordingly, I ac- 
cept the nomination from a sense of public duty, 
and, as I think, uninfluenced in any degree by 
the allurements of ambition. 

I avail myself of this occasion to say that the 
confidence in my personal aud public character, 
implied hy the action of the Convention, will al- 
wa\ - he gratefully remembered; and it is but just 
also to my own feelings to express my gratifica- 
tion si the association of my name with that ot 
my friend General Lane, a patriot and a soldier, 
whose great services in the field and in council 
entitle biin to the gratitude and confidence of his 
countrymen. 

The resolutions adopted by the Convention 
hat e my cordial approval. They are just to all 
parts of the Union — to all our citizens, native 
and naturalized — and they lorm a noble policy 
for any administration. 

The question touching the rights of persons 
and property, which have of late been much dis- 
cussed, find in these resolutions a Constitution- 
al solution. Our Union is a confederacy of 
equal sovereign Slates, for the purpose enumer- 
ated in the Federal Constitution. Whatever the 
common government holds in trust for all the 
States, must be enjoyed equally by each. 1 1 con- 
trol- the Territories in trust for all the Suites. 
Nothing less than sovereignty can destroy or 
iuqiair the rights of persons or property. The 
Territorial governments are subordinate and 
temporary, and not sovereign: hence they eau- 
not destroy or impair the rights of persons or 
projicrtv. While they continue to be Territo- 
ries. they arc under the control of Congress, 
hut the Constitution nowhere confers on an) 
branch of the Federal Government the power 
to discriminate against the rights of the States 
or the property of their citizens in the Territo- 
ries. It follows that the citizens of all the 
States may enter the Territories of the Union 
with their propertv, of whatever kind, and en- 
joy it during the Territorial condition without 
let or hindrance, either by Congress or by the 
subordinate Territorial governments. 

These principles flow directly from the ab- 
sence of sovereignty in the Territorial govern- 
ments and from the equality of the States. In- 
deed they arc essential to iliai equality which is, 
and ever lias been, the vital principle of our 
Constitutional Union. They have been settled 
legislatively — settled judicially— and are sus- 
tained by right n ason. They rest on the rock of 
the Constitution. They will preserve the Con- 
stitution— they will preserve the Union. 

It is idle to attempt to smother these great is- 
sues, or to misrepresent them by the use of par- 
tisan phrases, which are misleading and delusive. 
The people will look beneath such expressions 
a* “Ititerventiun," “Congressional slate code,” 
and the like, and will penetrate to the real ques- 
tions involved. The friends of Constitutional 
equality do not and never did demand a “Con- 
gressional slave code,” nor any other code in re- 
gard to property in the Territories. They hold 
the doetriue of non-intervention hy Congress or 
hy a Territorial Legislature either to e-tablish 
or prohibit slavery; hut they assert (fortified bv 
the highest judie'ial tribunal in the Union) the 
plain duty of the Federal government in all its 
deparluieuU, to secure, when necessary, to the 
citizen* of all the Ntates, the enjoyment of their 
property in the common Territories. The only 
logical answer t<> this would seem to be to claim 
sovereign power in the Territories, or to deny 
that the Constitution recognizes property in the 
service* of negro slaves, or to deny (hat such 
property can exist. 

Inexorable logic, which works it* steady way- 
through clouds and passion, compels the coun- 
try to meet the issue. There is no evasive mid- 
dle ground. Already the signs multiply of a fa- 
natical' and growing party, which denies that 
under the Constitution, or by any other law, 
slave property can exist; and ultimately the stritu'- 
gle must come between this party and the Na- 
tional Democracy, sustained by all the other con- 
servative elements of the Union. 

I think it w ill be impossible for a candid miud 
to discover hostility to the Union or a taint of 
sectionalism in the resolutions adopted by tlie 
Convention The Constitution and the Union 
repose on the equality of the State-, which lies 
like a tiroad foundation underneath our whole 
political structure. As I construe them, the res- 
olutions simply assert this equality. They de- 
mand nothing for any State or section that is not 
cheerfully conceded to all the rest. It is well 
to remember that tlie chief disorders which hare 
afflicted our country have grown out of the vio- 
lation of Slate equality, aud that as long 
as thi* great principle lias been respected, 
we have been blessed with harmony anil 
aud peace. Nor will it he easy to jiersua'de the 
•ouiilry that resolutions are' sectional which 
eommaud the support of a majority of the States, 
and are approved by tlie hone and body of the 
old Democracy, ami hy a vast mass of conserva- 
tive opinion everywhere w ithout regard to part v. 

It lias been necessary more than once in our 
history to pause and solemnly assert the true 
character of this Government. A memorable 
instance occurred in the struggle which ended 
the civil revolution of 1800. The Republicans 
of that day, like the Democrats of this, were 
stigmatized as disnnionists, hut they nobly con- 
ducted the contest under the Constitution, aud 
saved our political system. By a like Constitu- 
tional struggle it is intended now to assert aud 
establish tlie equality of the States an the only 
basis of Union and peace. When this object, so 
national, so constitutional, so just, shall lu- ac- 
complished, the last cloud will disappear from 
the American sky, and with common hands and 
hearts the States and the people will unite to de- 
velop the resources of the whole country, to 
bind it together with tlie bonds of intercourse 
and brotherhood, and to impel it onward in its 
great career. The Constitution aud the equality 
of the States ! These are symbols of everlasting 
Union. Let these he the rallying cries of the 
people. 

I trust that this canvass will be conducted 
without rancor, and that temperate arguments 
will take the place of hot words and (>as.siouatc 
accusations. Above all, I venture humbly to 
hoi»e that Divine Providence, to whom we owe 
our origin, our growth, and all our prosperity, 
will continue to protect our beloved country 
against all danger, foreign aud domestic.

From Washington. 

Washington, July 10.— The Secretary of the 
Treasury has invited proposals till the 10th of 
September for the use hy the Government of 
the line or lines of magnetic telegraph from the 
west line of Missouri to San Fraucisco, under a 
recent act of Congress. Lowest offer to be ac- 
cepted and guarantee given for the performance 
of the service. 

In addition to those mentioned in last night's 
dispatch, as addressing the Breckinridge meet- 
ing here, were Senators Brown and Davis, and 
Representative Florence. A letter was read 
lrom D. 8. Dickinson, saying that he will sup- 
port the nomination, not only because he regards 
the nominees as personally and politically 
worthy, but because their uomiuatiou emanates 
from the States which can give votes iu the 
electoral college, and because the nominees are 
the fair representatives of the Democracy aud 
its principles. 

The President's speech last night was quite 
long — some three thousand words. He expres 
sed his gratification at the nomination of Breck- 
inridge aud lame, and gave a history of the es- 
tablishment of the two-thirds rule in National 
Conventions, w hich was in order to prevent the 
anti-Demorratic States from combining with 
a few Democratic States to nominate a can- 
didate agreeable to those 8tatcs which 
would have to elect him. Neither Breck- 
inridge nor Douglas got a regular two- 
thirds nomination. Hence, any Democrat was 
at liberty to vote for either. The President then 
went, at some length, Into an argument to show 
that each ritizen of any State has the same right 
to protection to his property in the common 
Territories as any citizen of the other States. In 
conclusion, tlie President said this was probably 
the last political speech lie should ever make, 
ills position rendered it Improper for him to 
partieijiate in the canvass, although bis heart 
was in it. 

lie spoke of the loug time he had been ac- 
quainted w ith the city of Washington, and wish 
cd all its inhabitants uninterrupted health and 
happiness. 

Mr. Cohb, in some brief remarks, expressed 
eonfidenee iu the success of Breckinridge and 
Lane, and urged all good Democrats to labor 
zealously to that end.

The Africa, from New York, arrived at Liver- 
pool on the 1st. 

Garibaldi continues his preparations for a new 
government. The agitation at Naples had in- 
creased. The most inflammatory proclamation- 1 
had been issued hy the C'eutrul Revolutionary 
Committee, railing on the people to rise. 

The French Ambassador had been seriously 
maltreated in the streets of Naples. It was *up- 
jsised hy members of the auti-Rcforin party, he 
tieateu senseless. 

The Comuiissarias of the twelve Districts of 
Naples were simultaneously attacked and pil- I 
laged on the 2Htli, the archives burned, the ageut 
murdered. Naples was proclaimed in a state of 
siege, and street assemblages forbidden. 

The King hadyieldcd to the energetic demand 
of the American and .Sardinian Ministers, and 
ordered the release of the two captured vessels, 
their crews aud jiassenger*.
